when the Tate machine overturned on 
the Foothill boulevard yesterday morning. 
The four occupants of the machine were 
Ul thrown to the ground, Dr. Tate and his 


•^»lte being burled under the machine and 
'severely cut and bruised, with possible 
Internal injuries; Mrs. E. P. Tate had 
her left arm broken; E. P. Tate escaped 
Uninjured.

Th'c accident Ccsxrfed while Dr. Tate 


was driving his White steamer to Diver- 
more, shortly after 10 a. m. Near- the 
Junction of the boulevard with the Broad- 
moor road, a motorcyclist, who had been 
running along 
In 
the same direction, 


speeded past the machine and turned di- 
rectly In the path of tho approaching: car. 
Evidently becoming frightened at the ma- 
chine, according to witnesses of the acci- 
dent, he shut off his engine and fell from 


y3jC motorcycle directly In the path of Dr. 
rrate. 


GOES INTO DITCH. 


To avoid striking the motorcyclist, Dr. 


lTate turned his machine, which was run- 
ning slowly, abruptly to the right of the 
road, running Into the grass, which con- 
cealed a ditch. Tho left wheel of the car 
dropped Into ,.the ditch, causing tho car 
to turn completely over, landing on Its 
tour wheels again. 


A second automobile, driven by Charles 


Donhom, and carrying also Mrs. Dcnham, 
daughter of Doctor Tate, was following, 
and with tho aid of passersby the In- 
jured people were brought into Oakland, 
where Dr. H. S. Kergan examined them. 
Doctor Tate, whose Injuries are the most 
serious, was found to have bad Cuts and 
bruises on. the left side of the head, a 
badly bruised left leg and ankle injuries 
to the chest, caused by tho body of the 
machine falling on him. Escaping stolen 
also caused painful scolds. Mrs. Tato 
was also bruised about the chest, while 
Mrs. E. P. Tate's left arm wa« broken. 


Dr. and Mrs. Tat* are now at .their 


home In Piedmont, where thoy will be 
confined to their beds for some time. 
They are under the car* of Dr. D. B.

Maryland primary election today -will 
determine whether President TaK or 
Theodore Roosevelt will capfure the 
state's sixteen votes at the Republi- 
can national convention, but owing to 
a peculiarity 
of the 
Maryland law 
there Is a possibility that the com- 
plexion of the delegation to the Demo- 
cratic convention will not be 3eter- 
mined until the sfate convention. 
Under the new law the candidate 
that wins a majority of the 129 dele- 
gates chosen for the state convention 
will get all the national delegates also. 
Since there are but twp candidates 
for the Republican presidential • pref- 
erence, -the division of the .state dele.- 
gatea must result in a majority for 
,one or the other. 
Uncertainty may cloud the Demo- 
cratic situation, 
because- there are 
three candidates in the field, SpeaTcer 
Clark, Judson Harmon and Governor 
Woodrow Wilson. If 
none 
of the 
three Democratic candidates receives 
a majority of the state delegates the 
contest for national delegates may be 
fought out at the state convention. 


BoxnvD BY RESULTS. 


On the first state'convention ballot 
the delegates 
Instructed today 
for 
each of the three candidates, will be 
bound to give them their votes, but 
if this ballot fails to result in a choice, 
no one ventures to say what will hap- 
pen.. Tho belief Is expressed that the 
candidate with the smallest number 
of votes will release his delegates, who 
thus will be free to vote for either o£ 
the candidates still in the race. . 
The polls opened at 6 o'clock in 
Baltimore,Tit 8 o'clock In the country 
and will close at 3 o'clock here and 
at 6 o'clock outside the city. 
The

those who expected a big vote for 
their candidates in the rural districts.

Points where famHles had taken refuge 
on the roof of a house and that when 
the boat arrived Its crew found only 
the buildin g, buffeted by the currents, 
and half its roof surface submerged. 


APPEVLS FOR HELP. 


Apeals for help reached here last 
night from Lettsworth, directly In the 
path of the Torras torrent 
Half a 
hundred people were reported to be in 
Imminent danger of drowning. The 
house in which they had taken shelter 
had been dislodged from its foundation 
and was being tossed about In the cur- 
rent. 
There are at least 1000 persons who 
remain to be rescued from the inun- 
dated country west of Lettsworth and 
Batqhelor. Some of them are drifting 
abont on hastily constructed rafts. 
The crevasse water Is spreading at 
a rapid rate, inundating sections of 
Point Coupe parish, which -never be- 
fore have been reached by overflows. 
Town after town is being swept by the 
muddy waters. 
The last of the special trains bring- 
ing refugees out of the country around 
Batchelor arrived here 
last 
night. 
When the two relief trains were about 
ready to leave Batchelor, word was re- 
ceived that there was grave danger of 
their being cut off by a threatened 
washout on the tracks several miles, 
east of that place. 
When the first 
train arrived at the point of trouble, 
water was flowing over the tracks for 
a distance of five miles, but the train 
passed over safely. 


THROWN INTO WATER. 


When the second section arrived, 
the water was rushing over the track 
about two feet deep. 
An attempt 
was made to reach the other side of 
the washout, but about half way across 
the track gave way and the caboose 
and three cars toppled over. Occupants 
of the derailed cars were thrown in- 
to the water, but escaped without in- 
jury They were transferred to other 
cars and brought on to New Roads. 
When thelst section relief

sped through water which was running 
over the tracks Just north of Morgan- 
za, scores of persons were seen stand- 
ing waist deep in water near the rail- 
road slgnalllr-s the tr»in,tojitop. The 
water was rising so rapidly that those 
In ^charge of the train decided it would 
Imperil the lives of all those on board 
to delay the train.

opment board by tbe Alameda Coun- 
ty General Exposition Commission, 
Spencer was away about one year. 
Concerning the Turin 
exposition, 
Spencer 
has 
newspaper clippings 
showing the total attendance to have 
been In excess of 7,500,000 during the 
six months that the fair was in pro- 
gress. 
On Saturday, November IS, 
the closing day, the attendance was 
160,000. 
On the preceding Sunday, 


the figures given were 150.690. 
On 
several days during the latter half of 
the exposition period, the attendance 
exceeded 
100,000. 
In 
the 
early 


months the attendance was smaller, 
but there uas an average dally at- 
tendance of about 30,000 


The California 
exhibit was well 
placed and It Is estimated that fully 
two-thirds of all the people at the ex- 
position visited it. and nine-tenths of 
them were much interested in the lec- 
tures, literature and other sources of 
information concerning this State. 
In the arrangement of the exhibits 
by the United States government a 
working- model of the Panama canal, 
showing 
miniature 
ships floating 


through the 
locks from ocean to 
ocean was so placed that it immedi- 
ately joined the California exhibit; in 
fact, in the route usually taken by 
visitors going through the grounds, 
one passed by the canal exhibit and 
Immediately into the California ex- 
hibit. The exemplification of the canal 
as the gateway of the world to Cali- 
fornia was a striking one, though It 
proba"bly was not so intended In the 
arrangement of the government ex- 
hibits. 


From Turin the California exhibit 
was taken in December to Berlin, 
where it was kept for four months 
and here hundreds of thousands of 
people visited It. 
Spencer says that 
the Interest evinced by the Germans 
In California, as evidenced by 'the 
questions asked by visitors, was fully 
as great as that shown by the resi- 
dents of Italy, France and other Med- 
iterranean countries who had attend- 
ed the 
Turin 
exposition.

Dr. Burke in Jail, Yet Lawyers 


Got Money That Babe 


Now Needs. 


Protesting at the Inexorable hand of 


fate and the administration of the law In 
California, Lu Etta Smith, whose associa- 
tion with Dr, Willard Burke led to the 
atter's sentence In San Quentln on a 
charge of dynamiting a tenthoune at the 
sanltorlum, where they were living with 
heir infant son, has written 'from her 
lome in Berkeley a letter to the press, 
outlining her position, now that she has 
no means of support. 


The letter is as follows: 


"Berkeley, May 5. 


"Whai Is the matter with the law? 
"That is the question I would like to 


ask."I always supposed that the law was 
an instrument of justice—that It was 
'or the weak and oppressed. 
"But when the law allows Its repre- 


sentatives to take and demand money 
'rom a man and then deliberately lets 
;hat man's child starve—what then1* 


"It was proved to the satisfaction of 


he court (it was admitted) that Dr Wil- 
ard P. Burke committed the crime of 
which he was accused—of blowing up the 
enthouse I was occupying with the baby 
of which he is the father. If he commit- 
:ed this crime, it proves beyond doubt 
:hat 
he was the father of the child he 


irled to destroy—does it not? 


"If he is the father of this child, why 


does the court not see to it that he 
provides for It? Why does not the court 
irovide for the child and 'Its natural pro- 
ector until the child is able to take care 
if itself? 


LAWYERS, NOT CHILD. 


"Instead of doing that the court has 


allowed the lawyers of the defendant, 
Dr. Wiliard P. Buries, to demand a, largo 
mm of money and are leaving the child 
:0 starve. 
, 


"I quote from the last letter of Dis- 
trict Attorney Lea, of Sonoma county, 
where the trial was held. 
" 1 cannot see anything definite or re- 


lablo to* promise you:' and again, 'It 
would seem to me by all means the best 
thing for you to do is to endeavor to get 
some employment to make your self self- 
sustaining, or partly so.' 


"Anything: I could do would nencesslate 


my getting some one else Wtake care of 


child or putting it Into^a State instl- 
stltutlon. In the first place I know of 
no one with whom I could leave' my 
child. And. in the second place. I would 
make a machine of a naturally bright 
child. 


CANNOT SURRENDER. 


"And, last but not least, I am a -woman 


42 years of age, and mentally and physic- 
ally broken down. With time and care I 
hope to make my life useful yet. I had 
already made partial arrangements to pre- 
pare myself for a line of work that has 
long Interested me. In fact, when the 
child came I was preparing myself for 
this work. But it will take time and 
some money. 


"I cannot give up my child to another. 
I love him better than this life. He needs 
ine, and I need him, and he is worth the 
best I can give him. Any child is. 


"At first I trusted Dr. Burko to do what 


was right. I tried every, means In my 
power to get him to do what -was right 
for his child, quietly and privately, before 
I publicly exposed him. 
!* '' •' ACKED ONLY A HOMK. 


"I did not ask for much—only a homo 


and enough to live comfortably on. What 
I asked would not have -been half the 
amount ho has paid out to his attorneys. 


"I trusted In th« Jaw. Now that has 


failed me, and I appeal to the people. 
Surely public opinion, or the good that 
prevails In all, can bring about Justice 
when a lone woman and h«r few friends 
cannot.

Statistics on Oakland's shipping have 
been asked by Lieutenant Colonel Thomas 
Rees, in charge of the government's har- 
bor work here, for use In compiling a gov- 
ernment report. 
The request has been 
made to the officials of the Chamber of 
Commerce who are seriously handicapped 
by lack of municipal statistics in the 
matter. 
The statement wanted includes all ship- 
ping passing In and out of Oakland har- 
bor during the calendar year of 1911. It Is 
supposed to include data on all classes 
of vessels, registered and unregistered, 
American and foreign, with tonnage, pas- 
sengers, valuation of freight carried and 
rate per ton, also classes of freight,-in- 
cluding such items as* coal, oil, Iron and 
steel, sand and gravel and the like. 
"To compile the statistics asked for 
would require nine month's' work," Sec- 
rotary A. A. Denlson declared today. "The 
statistics are vital to Oakland's demands 
for harbor improvement, yet the lack of 
a municipal statistician and the required 
figures make the filing of such a state- 
ment almost impossible."

He said the ambassador hod In 
no way formed the views or policy of the 
late Canadian government and' that, as 
the correspondence between Taft and Col- 
onel Roosevelt was private, Bryce could 
have no knowledge of It.

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Economic Value of Peace. 


The approach of "Peace Day"—namely, May 18—which will 


be specially observed in the public schools throughout the United 
States, has prompted the issuance by the United States Bureau of 
Education of a bulletin compiled by Mrs. Fannie Fern Andrews, 
secretary of the American School Peace League, which shows the 
enormous cost of war and the colossal debts that it has forced 
modern nations to contract. These have been growing by leaps 
and bounds since the beginning of the nineteenth century. The 
cost of the maintenance of military and naval establishments in- 
creases each successive year and the national debts grow corre- 
spondingly. 


National war debts began practically with the opening of the 


nineteenth century, or at that period when constitutional govern- 
ment began to take firm root among the more enlightened and 
progressive nations of the earth, as it gave stability to national 
credit in the world of £nance. The Napoleonic wars, which raged 
during the first fifteen years of the century, plunged every nation 
in, Europe involved in them in debt, from which they have not 
since been able to extricate themselves and probably never will 
succeed in doing 20, nniooo a general disarmament is mutually 
agreed to by them. Peace is now preserved by a display of mili- 
tary and naval po wer, the expansion and cost of which keeps pace 
with the growth >f the ambitions of rival nations. The mainte- 
nance of an armed neutrality has become as expensive now as the 
cost of actual war was4a century ago. 


Europe's war debts now aggregate $26,000,000,000, bearing 


interest^ a rate approximately a billion dollars a year. The 
major^gart of the money raised by every civilized nation on the 
earth goes practically to the support of the standing army and 
navy. And notwithstanding, the isolation of the United States 
' from the political entanglements of the Old World and the addi- 


tional fact that it has not an avowed enemy anywhere and is 
bound by ties of blood and commerce to all civilized nations, it 
spends 73 per cent of its annual revenues for the support of the 
army and navy. 


The Bureau of Education's peace bulletin says "it is esti- 


• mated that the total direct cost of the armies and navies of the 
! world each year, in time of peace, is two and one-half billions of 
dollars, which equals the total valuation of the wheat and corn 
crops of the whole of the United States." 


However, the fear of war is consuming the homes of the rural 


and village populations of Germany, France, Great Britain and the 


• United States, which is illustrated by the fact that,at the pres- 
ent rate-of expenditure by these four countries to maintain an 
armed peace, they will spend during the next forty years for the 
support of their armies and navies an amount sufficient to build 
20,000,000 rural and village houses costing $2500 each, furnish- 
| ing homes for 120,000,000 of people, which is a larger number 
Ithan the combined village and rural'population of these four na- 
'tions. These figures are staggering, but they are doubtless not 
"in any sense exaggerated.

-,tion against Madero is to all intents and purposes a reproduction 
Of.'the revolution of the Maderistos against Diaz and it has de- 
•yeloped conditions which are an exact counterpart of those 


, which forced the venerable ex-president to resign, flee the coun- 


tsy-and seek refuge in Spain. 


- „. Preceding the abdication of Diaz, the Madero insurrection 
' had produced a state of anarchy throughout the republic and a 
lawless situation Along the American border which compelled the 


- United States government to mass its troops along the left bank 


of the Rio Grande, from El Paso to the gulf, and along the north- 
frn aide of the line from Et Paso to Tia Juana, to prevent the vio- 
Iktion of the neutrality of its own territory and the protection of 
Sthe lives and property of American citizens. Finally, the Mexi- 
!can Congress was compelled to intervene in order to, restore 
£eace, the inability of Diaz and the federal army to accomplish it 
having been conclusively demonstrated. 
Congressional interven- 


tion resulted in Diaz's surrender of the -presidency, his hasty de- 
parture from the country, the establishment of a provisional got- 
«rnment, the calling of a special presidential election and the 
choice of Madero as President by popular vote. 


Under exactly-the same circumstances, the Mexican Congress 


is again preparing to intervene between the belligerent forces in 
the interest of peace and to prevent intervention by the United 
States government. 
As the federal army of Mexico is tainted 


frith disloyalty now under Madero just as deeply as it was when 
Diaz ruled and is, therefore, equally unreliable, and, inasmuch as 
to all of the important battles which it has fought against the 
Jnsurrectos, whether the followers of Zapista or Orozco, it has 
been equally unsuccessful, the end of Madero's regime as Presi- 
dent is plainly in sight. Madero has at no time shown the ability 
to cope with the conditions existing in the republic, and those con- 
(fitions are today vastly worse than they were at any time dur- 
ing the official career of the ex-dictator. Madero will no doubt 
t>e forced by the Mexican Congress to resign and he has excited 
AUCh bitter enmities during his brief administration that, in or- 
|br to save his life, he will also seek an asylum abroad- like his 


Ipfprtdecessor. 
Diaz was the only man in Mexico who correctly 


fr'iHHkrstood his countrymen and knew just how to govern them 
^And maintain the public peace. Among the Mexican people gen- 
|. ffmllf he IB probably vastly more popular today than Madero or 
r. jUiy of the present insurrecto leaders and it would not be aur- 
gfcieing if a popular demand should arise for his return to Mex- 
I: |M> to resume the reins of government, notwithstanding his ad- 
L~lranced age.

out ballots which had been blunderingly ^stamped the Roosevelt 
delegates at large are given an apparent majority. If this ar- 
rangement is allowed to stand, the will of the people will be de- 
feated by returning board tactics. 


How to Swat the Fly. 


Much is being said about the necessity of abating the house 


fly, but a good deal of its beside the point. The house fly is a 
menace to health as^well as a foul, disgusting nuisance, and we 
cordially endorse all that is 'said in favor of his extermination. 


The problem is not how to deal with the fly after he is once 


in existence, but how to prevent him coming into existence. 
Don't let him hatch. That is. the way to get rid of him. Destroy 
his breeding places. You can screen your doors and windows 
and put out all the fly paper you please, and he will still be a 
pest. But if you clean up your premises, keep your garbage 
cans tightly closed and do not allow compost heaps and stable 
manure to accumlate there will be no places for flies to breed. 
The man who has a dirty stable in his yard or allows his gar- 
bage can to stand open will always have flies to dine with him. 
They come straight from the manure heap to his table. 


Flies are the product of domestic filth. Let kitchen drain- 


age flow on the surface of the ground and the spot becomes a 
breeding place for flies. An open garbage can is a fly incubator. 
A pile of stable manure will generate more flies in a day than 
one can kill in a month. 


It's all right to swat the fly, but it is a thousand times better 


to swat the places that give htm birth. If that be done the 
premises will be cleaner, sweeter and healthier, and the house- 
holder will have an easier conscience and be a more agreeable 
neighbor; and he will not be pestered with flies. Make war not 
on the fly, but on filth and dirt. Banish them and you banish the 
fly, foul odors and elements which propagate disease. If cleanli- 
ness be next to godliness, the fly is the'incarnation of impurity, 
for he is animated filLh. His is the degenerate life lual springs 
from decay and putrefaction, and it is as essential to health, 
comfort and decency that decay and putrefaction be eliminated 
from the proximity of dwellings as1 that the housefly be de- 
stroyed. But in this instance it is only necessary to remove the 
cause to be rid of the product. 


Former Mayor Edward Robeson Taylor strenuously objects 


to San Francisco accepting the $750,000 Andrew Carnegie of- 
fered the city for the erection of a public library on the ground 
that the money is tainted. When San Francisco was in ruins 
nnrt ft larcfp proportion of hor inhabitants in diro diitrf"^, Carne- 
gie made a large contribution to the relief fund. His money was 
accepted without question, as were contributions from many 
other "malefactors of wealth." Dr. Taylor did not then raise the 
cry of tainted money. If he had he would probably have been 
ducked in the bay or ridden on a rail. But the hour of acute dis- 
tress has passed by and Dr. Taylor can safely raise a demagogic 
cry against accepting a gift to provide the city with a greatly 
needed public utility. We may think what we please about the 
methods by which Carnegie acquired his wealth, but his money 
i* now his lawful possession. The dissolution of vast fortunes 
such as he possesses is very mach to be dosired. and if the money 
cvn be scattered by devoting it to some useful public purpose a 
double benefit will be conferred. Carnegie's gift is both lawful 
?nd honorable and there is no dishonor in accepting it, nor does 
acceptance of it imply condonation or approval of questionable 
methods of acquisition. Only demagogues and persons with mor- 
bid cor'ciencea think othe/wise.

The Page bill, now on the calendar of 


tha Senate, would extend Instruction in 
agriculture and mechanic arts to all sec- 
ondary schools 
It would devote $14,000,- 


000 or J15.000.000 of federal money an- 
nually to technical education of the In- 
dustrial army which does the work of the 
farm, the shop and the home. 
As It 


would teach several hundred thousand 
souths and mature workers 
annually, 


nearly all would eventually thus share In 
\-ocatlonal education, r.ow given to nar- 
row classes of professional people 


This appropriation would lead millions 


of boys and girls to attend school two 
years longer, giving them one more of 
the general school subjects and one year 
In agriculture or In the trades ana in- 
dustries or In home economics.

EW women can be beautiful in sadness for the fact 
that the expression of sadness draws down the 
muscles of the face and generally dulls the eyes 
and mouth. 
Resignation is a dangerous expres- 


sion to beauty, without the thought of hope or 
truth back of it. To be resigned to a fate is im- 


possible unless the quality of the resignation is belief in the 
inevitable, being all good. When Guido painted the sad, beau- 
tiful face of Beatrice Cenci he portrayed the likeness of one 
of the saddest young women in history. She was the 14-year- 
old daughter of the wicked Count Cenci. The beautiful Bea- 
trice was painted by Guido. Whiteside's translation says that 
it was drawn from life in her cell by Guido, who was dis- 
guised as a writer in the courts of justice. "She had risen 
from her imserable pallet, but unlike the wretched inmate of 
a dungeon, she seemed a being from a brighter sphere. Her 
eyes were of liquid softness, her forehead large and clear, her 
countenance of angelic purity, mysteriously beautiful. Around 
her head a fold of white muslin had been carelessly wrapped, 
from whence in rich luxuriance fell her fair and waving hair. 
Profound sorrow imparted an air of touching sensibility to 
her lovely features. 


"Farinacci (her advocate) conversed with her for some 


time, while at a distance sat his companion, sketching the 
features of Beatrice. Turning round she observed this with 
displeasure and surprise. Farinacci explained that this seem- 
ing writer was the celebrated painter, Guido Reni, who earn- 
estly desired her picture. At first unwillingly, but afterward 
consenting, she turned and said: 'Signer Guido, your renown 
might make me desirous of knowing you, but how will you 
undervalue me in my present situation? From the fatality 
that surrounds me you will judge me guilty. Perhaps my 
face will tejl you that I am not wicked; it will show you, too, 
that I now languish in this prigon, which I may quit, only to 
escend the scaffold. Your great name and my sad story may 
make my portrait interesting/ and she added with touching 
simplicity: 'The picture will awaken compassion if you write 
on one of the angels innocent!'" 


Dickens says of the picture: "The portrait of Beatrice 


Cenci is a picture almost impossible to be forgotten. Through 
the transcendent sweetness and beauty of face there is a 
something shining out that haunts -me. 


"Some stories say that Guido painted it the night before her 


execution, others that he painted it from memory, after hav- 
ing seen her on the way to the scaffold. I am willing to be- 
lieve that, as you see her on the canvas, so she turned toward 
him in the crowd from the first sight of the ax and stamped 
upon his mind a look which he has stamped on mine as 
though I had stood beside him in the concourse." '"

The Palace of Cenci is still visited by tourists. The innocence 
of Beatrice was the cause of her retaining all her beauty 
through torture and sorrow. Had she been guilty of crime 
there would have been no beauty to inspire Guido to perpetu- 
ate her likeness and story. Remember, that the beauty of 
purity and goodness are the only beauties that live.

Dear Sir: Relative to your 
request for ray opinion In regard to hav- 
ing a resident physiclan-at the Receiving 
hogpltal, I will reply that I regard such 
an arrangement in every way desirable

work. My 10 years of servlcp as sur- 
geon to the above named hospital has 
made it clear to me that tho numerous 
conditions requiring urgent skillful atten- 
tion can only bo properly and humanely 
cared for by a physician on hand when 
the patient is admitted. 
Other profes- 
sional assistance for the complete handl- 
ing of tho can*, if nacessary, can be 
summoned and pending arrival such em- 
ergency measures an may be demanded 
can be applied by the resident physician. 
This practically eliminates loss of time 
In the proper handling of th«»e patients. 
The primary treatment of patients of 
this class, many of which are In an ex- 
tremely graro condition, by persons other 
than well qualified medical graduates, 
could only be justified, by the Impossi- 
bility of securing for them the services 
of a physician. The recent graduate- in 
medicine with proper hospital experience 
would be well adapted to a position of 
this kind and I do not believe there 
would be any difficulty In securing thor- 
oughly competent professional services. A 
salary of $150 per month additional to 
defraying complete residence expenses 
would be fair In my opinion.

Poll Tax of two dollars for the year 1911

Under Sections 429 and 435 every tionon 
who refuses to give his own name or tin 
name of any person in his employ, 01 
who In any manner obstructs the As- 
sessor or any of his deputies In the col- 
lection of the State Poll Tax. is guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and liable to a fine of 
|600 or Imprisonment in the County JnlL 
or both such flna and Imprisonment. 


Only, those persons under twenty-on* 
or over sixty years of age are exempt. Poll 
tax must be paid on demand.

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COLONEL ENTERS TAFT 


IN FAMED AN AN MS CLUB 


Insists President Cannot Have F§rgetten 


Harvester Stand 


OYSTER BAY, May 6.—Colonel T. R. 


Eooaevelt has Issued the following state- 
ment: 


"With Mr. Taffs persona! opinion about 


me I have no concern beyond pointing 
out the sufficiently obvious fact that he 
never discovered that I was dangerous 
to the people until I had been obliged to 
come to the conclusion that he was use- 
less to the people. But hlg specific state- 
ments as to tjte trusts, the crookedness in 
selecting delegates and the Lorlmer Inci- 
dent I shall once again answer, although 
I have already answered them specifically 
In Massachusetts, and although Mr. Taft's 
repetition of them now Is incompatible 
with sincerity of purpose or conviction on 
his part. 


"Mr. Taft knew all the facts about the 


harvester trust decision and he was pres- 
ent at a cabinet meeting where they were 
all discussed and at that cabinet meeting 
and also In private conversation with me, 
ha repeatedly and emphatically approved 
the course actually taken, Just as he re- 
peatedly and emphatically approved the 
course taken as regards 
the 
Tennessee 


Iron and Coal Company. 


"He was absent from the country when 


Mr. Smith was reporting to me and con- 
sulting with Mr. Bonaparte, but after his 
return In January the matter came up 
again and it appeared that Mr. Bonaparte 
had not understood that my judgment was 
that tha course advocated by Mr. Smith 
was the proper one to follow. 


"Accordingly the matter was gone over 


at length In the cabinet meeting. Mr. 
Bonaparte was the only member who was 
Inclined to believe that the suit should 
be 
continued without regard 
to Mr. 


Smith's Investigation. Mr. Taft emphat- 
ically took the opposite ground, and it is 
•utterly impossible that he should now 
have forgotten that he did, as a member 
of my cabinet, take the opposite ground. 


"Of course, as a member of my cabinet, 


who at that time I was supporting for the 
presidency, he knew and could act ""Old 
knowing everything of any Importance 
that went on. It is impossible to reconcile 
his present position with any standard ot 
honorable conduct, whether we accept the 
view that he then approved what he be- 
lieved to be wrong or whether -we accept 
the only alternative, which is that he now 
aenles what he cannot possibly help re- 
membering. Moreover he has b«wn Presi- 
dent for three years, every document was 
In his possession throughout those three 
years and If he Is right now, his three 
years' delay is inexcusable. 


"I saw Mr. Perkins In regard to this 


matter precisely as I saw Mr. Jaorsran at 
the time of the beginning of the Northern 
Securities suit, and as I saw representa- 
tives of the Standard Oil Trust again and 
again at the beginning of the Standard 
Oil suit, just as la the case of every 
large suit J saw any party Interested who 
asked to appear before roe; I believed 
then and believe now that the 
course 


urged by Mr. Smith was the only ona to 
lake. 


"Mr. Smith is one of the most efficient 


,and high-minded officials in 'the public 
..service, and while it was not necessary 
for mo to, and while as a matter of fact 
I did not make up my mind as to whether 
.he was correct In his belief as to what 
the investigation would show. It was my 
clear duty to follow hlB recommendation 
a.nd have him make the investigation be- 
fore any suit was undertaken. Mr. Taft, 
rot once merely, but again, and again ex- 
pressed his complete acquiescence in this 
view. 


"Mr. Taft says I have changed my 


mind about the anti-trust law. Ho well 
knows that the position. I take now is 
precisely the position I took again ana 
again In speeches &nd In messages to 
Congress while I was President. He was 
then In my cabinet and repeatedly ex- 
pressed his approval of-what I thus said. 


"Mr. Taft says I have said that the 


anti-trust law ought to be repealed. Mr. 


Taft well knows that this is not true. I 
have always explicitly stated, that 
It 


ought to be kept on the books and really 
enforced (not merely nominally enforced 
as has been done by Mr. Taft 
In 
the 


Standard Oil and Tobacco Trust cases) 
against all trusts guilty of anti-social 
practices, but I have always said and 
now say that by Itself the anti-trust law 
will never solve the problem of dealing 
with -the great corporations, and that to 
control the great 
industrial 
Interstate 


corporations we should have a law akin 
to the- present interstate commerce lav 
—but without the mischievous interstate 
commerce court.- 


"Mr. Taft says inat I criticised him 


because he prosecuted the Standard Oil 
and Tobacco Companies tp' the Supreme 
Court and got decisions there. On the' 
contrary. Mr. Taft knows well that I 
criticised him, not for having thus con- 
tinued the prosecution of the suits that I 
had begun, but because after he had 
gotten these decisions he then permitted 
the Department of Justice so to shape 
matters that the resuii. tvas a complete 
nullification of all the good results of 
his suit. 


"His conduct In this respect is quite 


Incompatible with any sincere purpose 
really to enforce the antitrust law. As 
a result of his action the stocks of the 
corporation In question rose greatly in 
value, the rise in Standard Oil stocks be- 
ing over 5200,000,000. Mr. Taft can hard- 
ly have failed to notice that following 
his institution of a suit against the Har- 
vester Trust, Harvester stock went up 
two points. 


"Evidently Wall street has made up Its 


mind that Mr. Taft's prosecutions are 
fake prosecutions, whereas 
the 
bitter 


hostility of Wall street to me shows how 
lively Its memory of the fact that my 
prosecutions ware really prosecutlons-and 
hurt the persons prosecuted." 


Colonel Boosevelt refers to the pending 


investigation of Judge Archbold of the 
Commerce Court and asserts that the 
Judge was appointed to placate a. Penn- 
sylvania 
politician, although the ap- 


pointee's alleged unfitness for the-toff ice 
had already been called 
to 
President 


Taft's attention. The 
statement con- 


tinues: 
x 
"In Kentucky and Indiana, 
In New 


York City and elsewhere, Mr. Taft knows 
well that the delegates elected for him 
represent barefaced frauds. 
He stands 


guilty of. connivance at and condonation 
of these frauds; he stands guilty of ap- 
proving and encouraging fraud which de- 
prives the people of their right to ex- 
press their will as to who shall be nom- 
inated. 
"In all these primaries and conventions 


I have stood for absolute honesty and 
fair play. Mr. Taft has stood for crooked 
misrepresentation of the will of the peo- 
ple.''As for the Lorlmer case, the facts axe 
these: I fought Mr. Lorlmer. hard and In 
the open for eighteen months. Originally 
Mr. Taft was secretly against Mr. Lorl- 
mer. As the Illinois primaries approached 
Mr. Taft's followers in the Senate sup- 
ported Mr. Lorimcr and Mr. Lorlmer was 
the leading Taft worker in Illinois. As 
long as there was hope that Mr- Lorlmer 
might carry the state for Mr. Taft, Mr. 
Taft kept silent about Mr. Xiorlmer. But 
as soon as -Illinois was lost, Mr. 
Taft 


rushed to Massachusetts, where 
there 


were no Lorlmer votes, and repudiated 
Mr. Lorimer. 
• 
, 


"Now, it was wrong for Mr. Taft to 


keep silence about, and therefore really 
to help Lorimer as long as Lorlmer could 
l,c of use to Mr. Taft, but It was not 
merely wrong. It -waa wrong In a pecu- 
liarly mean way, after having thus en- 
deavored to uso him while he might help 
Mr. Taft, to turn around and for the 
first time openly condemn him when the 
chance for using him had vanished."

Last evening's service, at tho FItchburg 
or Grace church was the first of a series 
of ovenlna; meetings which are to be held 
weekly. On next Sunday the pastor, V. E.

Tearful Eulogy Delivered by 


Taft at Imposing Me- 


morial Service. 


WASHINGTON. May 6. — Tho life of 


Major Archibald "IV. Butt, as a soldier, 
newspaper man, aid to Presidents and 
lodga member, and his heroic death on 
the Titanic, were commemorated by his 
commander in chief, President Taft, the 
Secretary of War, a Senator of his native 
.state, a contemporary in the newspaper 
field and the fraternity of Masonry at an 
impressive memorial service here yester- 
day.Tha tribute President Taft paid to his 
late aid epitomized all that was said: 
"Everybody knew Archie as Archie. I 
cannot go to a box at a theater; I cannot 
turn around In my room; I cannot go 
anywhere without expecting to see his 
smiling face or to hear hie cheerful voice 
in greeting1. The life of the President Is 
rather isolated and those appointed to 
llvo with him coma much closer to him 
than any one else The bond Is very close 
and it is difficult to speak on such an 
occasion 


'Archie Butt's character was single, 


simple, straightforward, and Incapable of 
Intrigue. A clear 
sense 
of humanity 


tfrhtened MB life and those about him. Life 
was not for him a troubled problem. He 
was a soldier, and when he was appointed 
to serve under another, to that other he 
rendered implicit loyalty. I never knew a 
man who had so much self-abnegation, so 
much self-sacrifice as Archie Butt. 
"Occasions like the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic frequently develop unforseen traits 
In men. It makes them heroes when you 
don't expect it. But with Archie, it was 
Just as natural for him to help those 
women as it was for him to ask me to 
permit him to do something for some one 
for me. 


x "He was on the deck of tho Titanic 
exactly where he was everywhere. Hli 
death leaves a void with those who loved 
him, but the circumstances of his going 
are what we all would have had, and 
while tears fill the eyes and the voice Is 
choked, we are felicitated with the mem- 
'ory of what he was." 


President Taft spoke with difficulty, 
and he was forced to an abrupt ending 
by a failure of voice and a steady flow 
of tears. Beside Mrs. Taft sat Mr. and 
Mrs, 
Lewis Butt of Augsta, Go. Opposite 


them sat Secretary Wilson, Secretary 
Meyer and other prominent officials. 
- Senator Bacon sat with the members 
of the Georgia delegation in Congress, 
and throughout tho meeting place were 
statesmen, soldiers and friends of the 
dead officer. Temple Lodge, No. 82, of the 
Masonic fraternity, was seated with the 
speakers. 


Senator Hoko Smith of Georgia, who 


once employed Major Butt as a Washing- 
ton correspondent and knew him as man 
and boy, spoke feelingly of his associa- 
tions. He said he could not fall to m»n- 
tlon the splendid 
courage of another 
Georgian, Jacques Futrelle, who lost his 
life on tho Titanic, a fellow worker with 
Malar Butt.

GRAFT RABBIT'S EYE 


ON THAT OF HUMAN 


NEW TOHK, May 6. — In tho current 


number of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association is told how the 
cornea of a rabbit's ovalwas grafted upon 
tlw eyo of a patient in the hospital. Tho 
cornea graft Is perfect and clear and the 
vision Is restored. 


The history of tho c*«o show* that 


Giero was almost a complete destruction 
of tho cornea of tho right eyo and the 
patient was unable to see wltli the eyo 
at tho time of entrance to the hospital. 
Tho eye was properly conditioned, tho 
pupil dlla'ed and the cornea removed. In 
describing th« operation, the article de- 
clares that under the local anaesthesia 
tho cornea was completely excised, ex- 
cept one-sixteenth of an inch, and the 
cornea of a rabbit's eya was cut to fit 
the excised area. Btltchcs were then taken 
In tho membrane which unites the globe 
of the eye with the eyelid and drawn 
over tb.9 graft to hold it in place.

"That's the best bill I've seen at the 


Orpheum in a long time." 
So said a man leaving the theater, last 


night, after the second performance of six 
new acts and two holdovers, and so he 
said In spite of the fact that-last week's 
bill seemed just about the best ever 
In the way of things vaudevililan. 


Blanche Walsh, star of the lurid Sardou 


melodramas, was the chief attraction, ac- 
cording to the programs, but It was 
no easy pace for her and her associates 
to keep up to be in the van of the other 
new attractions. 


"The Thunder Gods" was the name of 
Miss Walsh's sketch, a bit of melodrama 
written especially for her use over the 
Orpheum circuit. Hopkins, the author, has 
turned out a good'hit in which the star 
has an opportunity to play upon her organ 
note voice and to exhibit that almost mas- 
culine power of sustained acting that has 
always been her strong point. It Is a 
satisfactory vehicle in which to see the 
actress, lacking in more complete satis- 
faction only because it does not give her 
greater opportunities. 


AIDED BY INCE. 


In its presentation she Is aided by John 
E. Ince, one-time leading man at the Al- 
cazar in San Francisco, and Herbert An- 
drews. On these two men falls a large 
share of the work of the sketch. In fact 
tho sketch IB In the main the tale of a 
whlto man married to an Indian girl, a 
"Squaw man," who deserts her when he 
hears the call of his own people again. 
Tho rolo of tho "Squaw man" Is essenti- 
ally the best of the act, and that it does 
not hold the audience better is due to the 
fact that Ince persists In acting In a sen- 
timental fashion when simplicity and di- 
rectness are called for. 


Three other sketches hold places of 


honor on a bill that is unusually varied, 
even foi the "varieties." All are Inter- 
esting In greater or less degree. "The 


Lost Boy" with Edward Biondell as the 
country bumpkin is the scream of the 
trio, a foolish affair, but so foolish it is 
funny. Also amusing is "The Smuggler," 
a. sketch dealing with woman's lovo for 
finery and her desire to acquire it from 
abroad without the accompanying duties. 
Dorothy Dalton is the featured player in 
this act, a pretty girl whose charm would 
be greatly enhanced by the remembrance 
that a soft voice is "an excellent thing In 
woman." 


CAPITAL. STORY. 


"Fear," the third act, IB that rarity 


among playlets, one without and love in 
terest, played entirely by men. It is a 
capital little story, with well sustained 
Interest, capably acted, and only falling 
to be a dramatic gem by having a climax 
of regeneration that comes a bit too sud- 
denly.

It should sym- 
pathize,

should learn what labor's demands are. It 
should got In touch with the view point 
of capital and seek to harmonize the re- 
lations between labor and capital. Blame 
should not be cast without the offer of a 
solution for evils. There are many other 
problems which should be given attention 
by the modern church. In short, the re- 
ligious Institution should acquaint itself 
with the proper objects and alms of man- 
kind in general."
